Higher a Month Report 

From Chicago Say* 

Antioch residents who use gas 
will on the average see a 25 or 30- 
cent increase In their gas bills after 
March 2 as the result of a rate hike 
announced by the Northern Illinois 
Gas Co, 

The gas company serving 4,000 
customers in 17 northern Illinois 
counties Including Antioch, Ingle- 
side, lake Villa, Fox lake, Round 
Lake, and the general Lakes Re- 
gion area, said the Increase in rates 
Is due to an increase In cost of na- 
tural gas purchased from the Na- 
tural Gas Pipeline Co, 

Because of an automatic adjust- 
ment clause, in its dealings with the 
Illinois Commerce Commission, the 
Northern Illinois Gas Co. can effect 
the increase without going to the 
ICC. 

The Peoples Gas, Light and Coke 
Co. has asked the ICC for authority 
to hike its annual rates for a mil- 
lion Chicagoana, 960,000 of them 
residential users. 

On the other hand the North 
Shore Gas Co. which purchases its 
gas from the same general source as 
the other companies and serves 
Woukcgan, Diamond Lake, Deer- 
field, North Chicago, Libertyville 
and others contemplates no increase 
in rates at this time.

Civilian Defense and 
Water Contract Occupy 
Attention Of Trustees 



Much. discussion and little action 
characterized the monthly meeting 
of the Antioch village board of trus- 
tees Tuesday evening. 

John Horan as civil defense direc- 
tor, gave his annual report, show- 
ing that Antioch is doing comparable 
work in civil defense drill to most 
villages in Lake county. He re- 
called the test alerts and the prac- 
tice by Antioch and surrounding fire 
departments in which a catastrophe 
was simulated. 

Director Horan was instructed by 
Mayor James McMillen to be on the 
lookout for a three-phase ( 40- volt 
generator in federal sales of used 
equipment for purchase by the vil- 
lage. ; 

Trustee Ernest Glenn questioned 
as to whether the village would have 
power to operate the water system if 
the electric power were cut off dur- 
ing an emergency situation, and was 
told that the old pumps can be oper- 
ated by a gasoline driven generator, 
but that there" Is no power for the 
new well pump. This would be 
needed. 

Trustee Arthur M. Hawkins said 
that lack of sufficient heat at the 
new pump house caused pipes to 
freeze, but they didn't burst. The 
board will seek a heater. 

Horan, representing .the American 
Legion, asked permission for , the 
post to stage a carnival from July 
6 to 10 inclusive, and the permission 
was granted. 

Village Atty. Ed. Jacobs was in- 
structed to draw up a contract for 
the furnishing of water to that part 
of Oakwood Knolls in Wisconsin. 
That area may be charged double 
the regular rate. 

A new tire for the squad car was 
ordered purchased. 

A notice that the terms of Ed Vos, 
Murrill Cunningham and George 
Garland and an unexpired term now 
filled by E. H. Glenn are expiring 
and successors must be chosen. It 
is probable that the four will seek 
re-election. 
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Sportsmanship 
-Last week's issue of the Antioch News carried' a 'reprint '■ 
of. an editorial which appeared in the Tom-Tom, Antioch 
High School newspaper. The editorial expressed concern 
over the lack of good sportsmanship evidenced by some adult 
spectators at recent basketball games. 

We published the article because we believed, and still 
believe, that K was timely, well- written and that the views 
expressed were well justified. 

Much comment, both pro and con, followed publication of 
the' article, with some disgruntled readers' professing to be- 
lieve that the article was designed to keep adults away from 
high school athletic contests. Nothing could be farther from 
the truth. . . .the high school wants and needs the support 
of every person of the community. 

Any athletic program of any school must do more than 
.entertain residents of the community to be worthwhile. It 
must instill into the actual participants a feeling for good 
sportsmanship; It must teach team play and co-operation; it 
must help build morale for the school as a whole; and it must 
serve to make friends for the school among residents. 

We believe it to be unreasonable to engage skilled edu- 
cators to seo that the athletic program serves these functions, 
and then allow a few adults, many of whom are known and 
admired by (the students, undo the work of the coaching 
staff by setting a poor example at games. 

To further clarify the situation, the following was re- 
leased this weekr 

. "The students at Antioch Township High School ere 
sincere In their desire to practice good sportsmanship at 
their athletic contests. They wish the help and cooperation 
from adult fans In the support of the sportsmanship pro- 
gram. The students realize that the best way to practice 
good sportsmanship is to be an example of it in conduct and 
, actions. 






"The code of acceptable sportsmanship at the high school 

Consider athletic opponents and officials as guests and 

treat them as such. , 

Respect the rights of students from the opposing school. 

Respect the rights of all spectators. 

Respect the authority and judgment of the coach. 

Respect the property of the school and the authority of 

school officials. 

Cheer both teams as they come on the floor or field to 

play. 

Commend or cheer good plays by either team. 

Cheer an injured player when he is removed from the 

game. 

Support the cheerleaders wholeheartedly. 

Accept the official's decision as final. 

Show self control at all times during and after, the game. 

Be modest in victory and gracious in defeat, 

Consider it his privilege and duty to encourage every- 
one to live up to the spirit of the rules of fair play.

Con- 
tributions help subsidize this camp 
so that virtually any boy can afford 
to pay the modest camping fee. 

Most of the remaining cents of 
the dollar pay for fixed expenses 
like equipment, insurance, leader- 
ship training and badges and a- 
wards.

"If government runs the eleclrhj- power for our 
lights, stove and refrigerator, there's no reason why 
our government Wouldn't run the comer grocery and 
delicatessen," writes John O'Dohnell in the New York 
Dally News. 

That puts the co-called power Issue in Its proper 
perspective. Selling power is a commercial buslnes. So 
is sellng food and clothing and houses. So are news- 
paper and magazine publishing and' radio -and tele- 
vision broadcasting. So Is farming. If it is proper 
for government to, engage in ope commercial en- 
deavor, it is proper for it to engage In all. 

Moreover, as a practical matter, power Is one of 
the smallest items in the family . budget. And it's 
among the smallest expense items for all but a few 
industries. 

The only sound course for a- free nation to pursue 
is to -encourage regulated, tax-paying private enter- 
prise to push ahead with any and all needed power 
developments — including projected ones on the Niag- 
ara river, the Snake river, and elsewhere which the 
soclalizers have managed to prevent. Then we should 
get down to cases on the job of getting government 
out of business as rapidly as possible.

Atmosphere Isn't Everything 

The atmosphere of the past is subject to constant 
change — whether we like it or not. 

Long ago the old fashioned general store of 
cracker barrel fame gave way to competition, ser- 
vice and sanitation.

The stocks of 
goods carried in stores of another age would seem 
totally inadequate today. The relaxed atmosphere 
of the old-timo general store is gone, but few would 
care to return to its ways. We move at a more 
rapid pace, and retailing is geared to It.

Shocking Statistics 

Coal production figures for 1954 should "3hock 
even those who are most apathetic about the national 
security." That grim observation was made by on 
officer of the National Coal Association. "The facts 
certainly back him up. 

Last year's coal production was only about 390,- 
000,000 tons— the lowest since 1939. That is at least 
100,000,000 tons under the level of productive capa- 
city we would need, and In a hurry, should another 
war emergency arise. From 1939 until 1944 our coal 
requirements increased 57 per cent. 

It can't be argued that all we would heed to 
do would be to. open up the mines again and send 
production soaring. Most mines which are closed 
for any length of time fill with water, which invites 
corrosion. Many months are needed to get rid of 
the water and to take the other steps which arc re- 
quired In resuming operation. 

Then, in this mechanized age coal miners are skilled ' 
craftsmen. Under present conditions, •» armies of 
miners have left the coal fields to seek jobs elsewhere. 
An experienced and competent labor force can't be 
reassembled overnight. 

So here's one more compelling reason why coal's 
problems are the nation's problems. ,

If the bank takes all the chances 
to make money or lose Its shirt as a privately 
owned outfit and will divide the profits, if any, 50-50 
with the State and Govt, which take no chances — 
no do-re-mi invested — then I say the State or the 
Govt, which keeps its nose out of private business, is 
the smartest kind.
